Six ministers 
line up against 
Ehrlich budget

Labour and Social Affairs Minister 
Israel Katz led the attack on the 
budget in the cabinet meeting. The 
Proposals, as presented by the 
treasury, be said, would make the 
poor poorer and the rich richer. He 


was joined by Energy Minister 


Yitzhak Moda‘! in demanding struc- 
tural change throughout the 
proposals. 

They want all incentives in the 
form of cheap credit drastically 
reduced, and all government ac- 
tivities involving the establishment 
of bodies to achieve their alms to be 
accounted for within the state budget 
framework.

Gush gives gov't ‘a few days’| 


for new W. Bank settlement

Unless the government decides to 
establish new settlements, 
“garintm" (settlement nuclei) will 
move in without permission,” the 
organization warned. It said several 
garinim are ready to move im- 
mediately. 

Gush Emuuim is planning a 


demonstration in Jerusalem in a few 
days “to remind the government 
that the people are waiting for the 


announcement of a clear plan for the . 


large-scale settlement of thousands 
in Judea and Samaria,“ the an- 
nouncement said. 

Gershon Shatat, the organization's 
political secretary, told The 
Jerusalem Post that funds ear- 
marked for Negev development 
should be transferred to West Bank 
projects.

Escaped chimp shot at 
end of Tel Aviv chase

TEL AVIV. — A 60-kilo, 1.60-metre 
chimpanzee escaped from the city 
zoo yesterday and, after a rampage 
through business and residential 
streets, was shot and killed by 
police, 

Before Bobby was shot, he manag: 
ed to attack a pedestrian, smash an 
art framing shop, overturn a photo 
studio and ransack an apartment 
balcony. 

A too official said the escape by 


Bobby was the first in 35 years from . 


the zoo. 

The chimp, a former circus enter- 
tainer donated to the z00 because of 
unruly behaviour, escaped from 8 
heated sleeping cage at 9:15 a.m., 
while a zoo handler was moving apes 
Into another cage. 

Heading out of tha zoo into Ibn 
Gabirol. the ape was firat spotted at 
9:30, hurtling through the front win-

tack on modern art, he stomped on 
pictures piled on the floor. 

Before the shop owner: could stop 


him, the chimp ran out. He was next © 


seen attacking pedestrian Yigal 
Drori at the intersection of Reines 
and Gordon. Drori, 37, who wes

said later he thought the chimp “was 
King Kong."

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U.S. denies Peking is 


able to take Taiwan 


WASHINGTON. — A senior U.S. 
defence official yesterday dis- 
counted any fears that Chine might 
attempt to capture Taiwan following 
President Jimmy Carter's decision 
to sever relations with the Taipei 
government.» 

In a briefing to reporters on the 
military implications of America's 
announcement that it is establishing 
diplomatic relations with Peking. 
the official said China had neither 
the Intent nor the military capability 
ἴα Invade Talwan. 

Peking has given no guarantees in 
its new arrangements with the U.S. 
that it will not attempt toe seize 
Taiwan, which it claims as part of 
China, once the last U.S. troops there 
are withdrawn In the spring. 

But U.S. military planners believe 
no invasion would be possible for at 
least five years, said the defence of- 
ficial, who asked not to be identified. 

The U.S. haa said it will cancel its 
mutual defence treaty with Taiwan 
on January 1. But it has reserved the 
right to continue arms sales to 
Taiwan after that time, the official 
sald. 

The official said China knew the 
U.S. wanted Peking’s dispute with 
Taiwan settled peacefully, and add- 
ed that Chinese officials had said 
nothing that would go against this. 

He said China also knew an inva- 
sion of Taiwan would seriously hurt 
Its relations with the U.S. and 
without the necessary forces, such a 
military move was very unlikely. 

China does not have the 
amphibious craft to transport troops 
across the 200 miles of water 
between the mainland and Taiwan, 
the official said. 

Most importantly, he noted, China 
lacked the aircraft necessary for 
such an invasion. 

The official said it was an open 
question whether the U.S. would con- 
tinue its co-production agreement, 
which expires in 1980, for the 
assembly of U.S. F-5E fighters in 
Taiwan, or would supply even more 
advanced fighters. 

The U.S. recently offered to extend . 
the co-production agreement, but 
has received no reply from Taiwan, 
the official said. 

The offer was made after Presi- 
dent Carter several months ago turn- 
ed down a Taiwanese request for a 
more advanced "'G" all-weather 
model of the ἘΠ and longer range F- 
4 Phantom fighters, he said. 

Another reason U.S. military 
planners believe an invasion of 

Taiwan is unlikely is the large forces 
China keeps stationed along its 


border with the Soviet Union 

The official said the U.S. would 
continue its policy of supplying arms 
neither to China nor to the Soviet 
Union. 

U.S. diplomatic recognition. of 
China is not expected to hurt the 
nuclear arma linitation talks with 
the Soviet Union, which both states 
want very much, the officiel added. 
(There has so far been no official 
Soviet reaction to the establishment 


of full relations between Washington” 


and Peking.) 

The official disclosed that Taiwan 
had been notified of the decision on 
relations only hours hefore Friday 
night's White House announcement. 

The official said be expected no 
violence aguinst U.S. military per- 
sonnel and citizens In Taiwan — and 
if such violence occurred, this would 
hurt future relations with Taiwan. 

In Hongkong, informed com- 
munist sources said yesterday that 
an official document now circulating 
throughout China's vast Communist 
Party apparatus declares that it 
may take several generations hefore 
the two rival Chinese regimes can be 
reunited. In the meantime, the docu- 
ment says. Taiwan will be permitted 
to retain its own economic and 
political systema. 

The document, first distributed by 
the Central Committee, the policy- 
making body of the party, a week 
ago, is being read over loudspeakers 
at thousands of factories, offices and 
communes, and has been hailed as 
the most sensible solution to the 
Taiwan problem, the sources said. 
The U.S. consulate in Hongkong says 
it has begun to detect references to 
the document in radio broadcasts 
from China's provinces, indicating 
that word of Peking's peaceful inten- 
tions toward Taiwan is reaching 
grassroots Chinese. 

However, a Communist Chinese 
legislator was quoted yesterday as 
saying negotiations between Peking 
and Taipei would start shortly and 
that the Nationalist island could be 
re-united with the mainland in 1979 

A Japanese news agency cor- 
respondent in Peking said he had 
learned this from Chen Yi-sung, a 
standing committee member of the 
National People's Congress who 
formerly represented Taiwan, 

There was no way to confirm the 
report immediately. Chen emphasiz- 
ed that these were his personal 
views, The peace negotiations would 
be adversely affected if the U.S. con- 
tinues to sell defensive arms to 
Taiwan, Chen added. (Reuter, 
WPNS, UPI) 


Arab press: Should dump Israel next

In creating your rose, copy the

Collect seme rese hips from the 


garden, shell them and store the 


" seeds in a little pot holding a growing 


medium that will keep them slightly 
moist. I recommend fine vermiculite 
mixed with sleved sand — two parts 
vermiculite to one of sand. 

Keep the pot of seeds in the house 
for about six weeks, sprinkling them 
occasionally to keep the medium 
moist. Use a hand sprayer and

swollen, partly germinated seeds 
wil] remain. Pick out the seeds, one 
by one. Prepare a container at least 
20 cm. deep and be sure that it has 
drainage holes covered by flat 
stones. Fill it with a mixture of red 
sol], vermiculite and compost (in 
equal parts and 411 material finely 
sieved). 

Sow the rose seeds in trenches 5 
cm. deep with 10 cm. between them 
and rows 10 cm. apart. You can aluo 
use tins filled with the soil mixture. 
Just drop the seeds into dibbled 
holes. Put the container or tins in a 
sheltered place in your garden or 
balcony in half shade and protect the 
seedlings with a plastic cover.

Saplings 
nurseries: apple, pear, cherry, 
apricot. almond, peach trees and 
others. They have come a long way 
before you buy and plant them. 

The nurseryman grew them from 
wild tree seeds. He probably receiv- 
ed his seeds from a srpply company 
with a good re and a health 
‘certificate was probably attached to 
the package. After the seeds, sown in 
an inert medium, had ted, 
he transplanted them into small 
flower pots filled with the proper sail 
and compost mixture. The pots went 
on shelves in temperature-controlied 
hot houses, protected from the 
damaging influences of frost and 
heat. There the young saplings 
stayed for a year, 

When the temperature outdoors 
Tose in late spring, the nurseryman 
removed the saplings from the pots 
and planted them in rows in his gar- 
den. By now, they were approxinate- 
ly 15-20 cm. tall and ready for grat 
ting. They had become the “stocks,” 
or the base for the "‘scions,"* a bud or 
branch of 2 cultivated species of 
fruit tree. kind of fruit tree 
hag its specific stock. Nurserymen 
graft _Bpples and pears on quince

Mission accomplished

THERE WAS NOTHING freakish 
about the programme Moshe 
Efrati's “Kol Demama" company 
presented at the Nahmani Theatre in 
Tel Aviv (December 16). The way he 
combined dancers who have normal 
hearing with those who are deaf 
made it impossible to tell them apart 
without foreknowledge. 

In “Textures"’ some passages 
were in unison movement and the 
“dril]" element was clear enough, 
but often the choreography required 
more complicated co-ordination — 
and got It. The only indications that 
any hearing was involved were 
repeated gestures by all the dancers, 
putting a hand to an ear and giving 
an occasional stamp on the ground to 
mark a beat. 

Yet even that wasn't material. 
Whether in silence or with sound, 
the illusion created was that all were 
equally well endowed aurally and 
balletically. Part of the ‘music’ 
consisted of an alarming recording 
of “voices of the deaf and musical 
mix" by Moshe Efrati, the better 
part provided by composer Ami 
Ma'‘ayani. As the title suggested, the 
“textures” were abstract in design, 
and the first sections (though ex- 
cellently done) were less intereating, 
than what followed when the number 
of dancers increased. Among nine 
dancers, a figure in black (Roger 
Briant) joined the white-clad ones, 
soon discarding his top and trousers 
and joining the others in their skin- 
tight bedy-stockings. 

Bach of the three ballets, all 
choreggraphed by Moshe Efrati 
carried a motto. For “Alter Ego," it 
was the Martin Buber saying, ‘“ 
Thou affects me, as I affect it." Two

The findings of the 
Weinshell Committee have not been 
published, although it completed its 
Tecommendations several months 


ago.

Charter tours 
to Europe 
next summer

TEL AVIV. — Charter tours from 
Israel to Europe at competitive 
prices will be offered next summer, 
according to Uriel Yashiv, commer- 
cial director of El Al‘s Charter Ser- 
vices subsidiary. Yashiv declined to 
reveal prices but promised 
“welcome surprises” 

He added that Charter Services ix 
active in Incoraing tourisra. Charter 
flights are being operated from 
three towns in Germany and from 
London, Zurich and Athens, for 
students, available untill January 31, 
1979, 

From spring 1979, Charter Ser- 
vices will market flights from 
Holiand, Switzerland, Greece, 
ireland and from at least one of the 
Scandinavian countries. Charters 
will also be operated for the first 
time, soon, from Newcastle, 
Engiand. 

Questioned why there were no ont- 
going winter charters, Yashiv 
replied that few Israelis travel in 
winter, and certainly not to any one 
destination, an essential feature of 
competitive charter operations. 


Tourism drops despite 
$499 New York fare 


The local manager of TWA, Ed 
Frankfurt, has denied allegations 
that the present drop in tourism to 
Israe) partly stems from his com- 
Pany's failure to put into effect in 
time its $499 New York-Tel Aviv 
return fares. 

In a letter to the head of the 
Tourism Administration and the 
Hotels Association, Frankfurt said 
that TWA had widely publicized its 
low fares throughout the U.S. He 
said that his company's ten weekly 
flights from the U.S. are well filled. 
“Certainly not one passenger 
wishing to purchase one of the cheap 
fare tickets has been turned away 
because no seats were available." 

Frankfurt {s optimistic that the 
low fares will eventually generate a 
substantial increase in U.S. tourism 
next year. 


Canada introduces 
anti-boycott bill 


OTTAWA (AP). — Canada hag in- 
troduced legislation designed to 
combat the Arab boycott of Israel, 
saying it affects Canadian 
businesses. 

The bill, introduced by Trade 
Minister Jack Horner on Friday, 
requires that all Canadian com- 
panies asked to comply with an" 
economic boycott must report the 
fact to the trade department. It also 
gives the government the right to 
publish the names of complying 
companies. 

Companies face fines of up to $250 
for each day they fail to report. 

. The Canada-Israel Committee, 
! one of the.chief Jewish groups in the 
country, called the move a step in 
the right direction. But it still wants 
compliance in, the boycott outlawed.

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Breweries foster habit of 
drinking beer during winter 


TEL AVIV. — Modern Israelis are 
only now regaining their taste for 
beer — a brew they drank joyously 
thousands of years ago, at the dawn 
of erritien history in the Middle East. 
“But they are δὶ not drinking 
enough,"" Menahem Berliner, who 
holds the title of ““Braumeister" 
(Brew meater) frou Germany, 
yesterday told a press c! at 
the Diplomat Hotel dedicated to the 
fine art of drinking beer, eapecially 
Maccabee and Goldstar beers made 
by Nationa] Breweries in Netanya. 
Berliner, who received the ttl 
from Germany 15 years ago (the 
first Israeli to attend the brewery 
schoo] there and to receive a 
diploma) notes that he spends most 
of his working day sampling small 
quantities of different brews. 
Danie! Bibro, deputy director- 
general of National Breweries, noted 
that the company was to step- 
up ‘‘winter drinking of the 
beverage.” During the four winter 
months, the breweries sell only 15 
per cent of their annual! output. The 
rel 85 per cent is sold during 
the eight spring, summer and 
autumn months, August is the peak 


month, with consumption rizing to 18 
Per cent of annual production. 

“Nevertheless, Israelis are drink- 
ing more in the winter months now, 
since flats and houses increasingly 
have central heating.” National con- 
sumption is only 16-17 litres per 
capita in Israel, while in Belgium it 
4s 170 litres, in Australia, 180, in Ger- 
many, 150, and in the U.S., 80 litres. 
“Even the Itallans, who have δ 
smalls. Siimlate to ours, down more 

an es per by 
mien per capita a year, 

The sales of Maccabee beer had 
risen 80 per cent in the last few years 
and that of Goldstar by ten per cent. 
“And what 15 more encouraging is 
that Israelis are preferring locally- 
made beers over imported labels, 
whose sales have dropped by half 
lately,"” he added. 

Bibro did not claim that the reason 
was that local beers were better — 
he only claimed that they were com- 
parable. The shelf-life of a good beer 
15 four to five months. It often takes 
that long for a beer to reach 
customers here, and the result wasa 
“flat beer, leaving much to be 
desired," he said. 


Slaughterhouse workers strike after 
report scores their work habits 


HAIFA. Municipal 
slaughterhouse workers went on 
strike here yesterday in protest 
against an unfavourable article 
about them last week in a local 
newspaper, “Shahaf.” The 42 workers, 
who supply fresh meat to about a 
million residents in the north, 
strongly scored the article and were 
demanding the immediate removal 
of plant manager Uri Kutik, who, 
they claimed, had supplied the 
newspaper with the information. on 
which the article was based. 

The article quoted extensively 
from the city controller's report, 
which had scored the workers’ per- 
formance. The workers also took ex- 
ception to the controller's report. 


Among the charges made in the ar- 
ticle and based on the controller's 
report, were card playing and 
gambling by the staff during work- 
ing hours, unnecessary overtime, 
featherbedding and lack of sanitary 
supervision. Several weeks ago, 
Ma'ariv also quoted extensively 
from sections of this report on the 
slaughterhouse. But at the time 
workers did not react. 

The strike has not been approved 
by the local labour council, which 
has urged the workers to return to 
work. Mayor Arie Gurel called on 
the workers to return to work im- 
mediately. If not, he threatened to 
close the plant and reopen it after 
“re-organizing the staff."’

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Treasury with no answers 
ON THE BASIS of the last three months, inflation is now run- 
ning at an annual rate of about 80 per cent; if the trend of the 
last two months continues, the annual rate will be over 100 per 
cent. 

The Treasury, which is clearly at its wits end, admits respon- 
sibility for only two per cent of November's record price in- 
crease of 6.2 per cent. This must surely rank with the silliest ex- 
cuses ever made by a government for the virtual collapse of its 
economic policy; it is almost embarrassing to have to remind 
the Treasury that it ia responsible not only for that part of infla- 
tion which results directly from ita fiscal measures, but for in- 
flation in general. 

An effective policy to cope with what has already become a 
galloping inflation is nowhere in sight. Instead, the Treasury is 
frantically looking for ways to make inflation turn invisible. The 
latest proposal of this kind is to excise the cost of housing from 
the consumer price index for the purpose of paying cost-of- 
living allowances. 

But what really lurks behind such proposais is an effort to 
make wage earners the culprits of inflation. Wage increases, 
Treasury economic advisor Ephraim Davrat told the press on 
Friday, are responsible for three per cent, or about half of last 
month's price rise. This is palpably untrue, for wages have so 
far followed price inflation and not led it. And as long as the 
cost-of-living allowance remains pegged to 70 per cent of price 
inflation, even substantial hikes of basic wages will raise the 
real wage level only temporarily. . 

Developments in the last two months have demonstrated this 
clearly: the entire October cost-of-living allowance has already 
been wiped out. 

But, while the Treasury is massing its verbal artillery against 
wage earners, it has nothing to say about the inflationary im- 
pact of the huge tax giveaways and capital subsidies it con- 
tinues to grant so liberally. Holders of government bonds will 
continue to be fully ted against inflation. 

Those who have had the luck or the clout to obtain unlinked 
government loans will continue to benefit from the private se- 
questration of public money that inflation causes. Owners of 
Teal assets of all kinds will, at worst, not suffer from continued 
inflation and will, in most cases, gain from it. 

The time has come for a thorough reappraisal of what has so 
far been presented to the public as the liberal new economic 
policy, including a reappraisal of the performance of those who 
are responsible for this so-called policy.

OQutdoing the facts 


TT Is A PITY that Mr. Begin should be damaging his own case 
by rhetorical overstatement. In doing 50, he makes it so much 
easier for the U.S. Administration to find fault with Israel’s 
arguments and lay the blame on Israel for the deadlock in the 
treaty talks with Egypt. 

Formally — or formalistically — the Prime Minister was ac- 
curate in proclaiming after the cabinet meeting on Friday, as he 
hes proclaimed repeatedly in recent weeks, that ‘Israel is 
prepared to sign without delay the draft peace treaty between 
Egypt and Israel, including the annexes, as formulated on 
November 11, with the approval of the U.S. Government...." 

But, while technically correct, that statement laid Israel open 
to the nasty accusation by the “high U.S. official” travelling 
with Seeretary Vance that it was “misleading.” ᾿ 

. Mr. Begin's statement gave'the. deliberate. fripression that, . 
Israel was ready, more thana month ago — and {s still ready — 
to accept a U.S.-approved package of treaty documents. The 
public, here and in the U.S., could hardiy be expected to 
remember, that a month ago the focal issue of controversy was 
neither the draft treaty nor the annexes — but the accom- 
panying letter which was to spell out a ‘“‘target-date’’ for the 
holding of elections for the Palestinian autonomy. 

By omitting reference to that letter, and to the fact that ‘the 
Israel government in effect rejected it (after its negotiators, 
Dayan and Weizman, had originally accepted it), Premier 
Begin was being disingenuous — and not, ultimately, serving his 
own cause best. 

Egypt’s recent toughening of stance and Washington's lock- 
step egpousal of these Egyptian second thoughts have-been so 
blatant that Mr. Begin need not have resorted to such rhetorical 
oversights in presenting Israel’s case. 

Israel’s government is being forced, much against its will, to 
take on the U.S. Administration in a crucial battle for U.S. 
public opinion. The Prime Minister will tomorrow be making his 
case, at greater length, in the Knesset debate on the political

After a pause to allow tempers to cool, Washington is_ex-: i 
pected to try again to conclude an Egyptian-Israeli peace 
treaty, writes .the Posit’s Washington correspondent 
-WOLF BLITZER, outlining the fears and hopes that ‘led: 
Carter to emphasize the December 17 deadline. 


PRESIDENT Carter was hoping for 


‘a foreign policy spectacular Jast 


weekend: the signing of the Israeli- 


Egyptian peace treaty and the an- 


nouncement of the normalization of 
relations with China. 

Such a combination, coming just 
prior to the expected conclusion of 
the new Strategic Arms Limitation 
Treaty with the Soviet Union and the 
subsequent summit in the U.S. with 
Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev, 
would have dramatically raised the 
President's standing among the 
American pgople. 

Carter and his senior advisers 
sensed this fact of political life, and 
they wanted to exploit it to the 
fullest. Their calculated decision to 
press hard to meet the December 17 
deadline set at Camp David must be 
seen in the context of these other two 
major foreign policy developments. 

Im a sense, the President wanted to 
get the treaty out of the way by last 
Sunday so that he could begin the 
new year with a tripie foreign policy 
victory.

‘If we can offer our Arab 
brothers the opportunity of peace on 
the same terms as we are seeking. 
and they refuse, then it's not our 
fault. Our minds will be at rest." 

A confidant of President Sadet 
had a similar explanation. “We 
need it not to look like a separate 
peace,” he said, stressing the “we.” 
In ‘other words, -the so-called 
“figleaf" is not intended to only 
blunt the criticism voiced by 
Palestinians and other Arabs, but 
also to satisfy Egypt’s own pride and, 
national sense of duty. . 

To an Israeli visitor, οἵ- 
ficials present a solid front of blithe 
indifference and self-assurance 
when discussing the October 
Baghdad summit, where the Saudi 
Arabians joined ‘with the hardliners 
in condemning Egypt for the Camp 
David accords. 


“Sadat was laughing at them,” 


one of Sadat’s aides asserted. ‘'He 
said that in three months they would. 


be kissing his hand. Baghdad had no 4 


real effect." 

Occasionally, though, a ‘chink 
would appear, and it-would confirm 
the universal assessment in Cairo’s 
diplomatic commurity: Baghdad in 
fact hit Sadat very hard indeed and 
his subsequent emphasis on the 
“linkage” issue is a direct conse- 


quence. 
Particularly painful to the Egyp- 
tlans was what they regarded as the 
Saudi betrayal. 'They fully expected, 
after consulting with Riyadh, that 
the Saudis would head off any un- 
favourable resolution. But Crown 
Prince Fahd went to Baghdad 
himself and personally endorsed the 
censure of Egypt.
